DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shaU not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hendrickx et 
al (article from the Journal of Materials Chemistry) in view of Cammack et al (6,916,894, 
2003/0220500, or 2005/0209478). 

Hendrickx et al disclose a photorefractive polymer composition comprising a 
chromophore which aids in providing photoconductivity (abstract and column 1 of page 2251). 
The composition also comprises sensitizers and photorefractive polymers. While the reference 
fails to mention specific dye compounds that are to be added. 

The Cammack et al references all disclose sensitizing dyes comprising two dioxaborine 
groups, so they are polydioxaborines. These compounds are taught by the references to be 
employed in polymeric compositions, and meet the structural limiations of the instant claims 1- 
18. 

Given the teachings of the references, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to prepare the material if Hendrickx et al choosing to employ the dyes Cammack et al, 
as the sensitizing dye, with reasonable expectation of achieving a material having excellent 
photoconductive properties. 
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3. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over Marder et al 
(6,090,332) in view of Cammack et al. 

Marder et al disclose a composition comprising a polymer and a dye having a large which 
appears to fall within the scope of the instant claim limitations for an NLO chromophore. This 
dyes have charge transport properties such that the dye facilitates refractive index modulation 
and a photorefractive effect. The suitable polymers described by the reference include 
methacrylate units. The composition may further comprise additional known ingredients such as 
antioxidants, sensitizers, plasticizers, and lubricants (column 17, lines 9-17). 

The Cammack et al references have been discussed above. 

Given the teachings of the references, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to prepare the material if Marder et al choosing to employ the dyes of Cammack et al, 
as the sensitizing dye, with reasonable expectation of achieving a material having excellent 
photoconductive properties.
